Mo., are 
suited to a small community where "everybody knows 
everybody else"; but they could not he successfully 
applied to the larger and more technical controver­ 
sies with which courts generally are called upon to 
deal 
The magistrate referred to, Justice J. F. Howe, has 
a unique plan to adjust differences between litigants 
in his tribunal Before a case comes to trial, he call* 
upon the opposing parties in turn and obtains their 
respective versions He is frequently invited to dinner 
by one or the other of them, or both, and the matters 
involved are discussed informally In the course of 
the meal.
